Primary Enclosures. Repeat failure to provide a primary enclosure with the 
minimum amount of floor space and interior height for dogs as required. At the 
time of inspection, there were three pens housing weaned puppies with 
inadequate space and insufficient interior height. Inadequate primary housing 
enclosures could affect their comfort and limit opportunity for exercise. 

Primary Enclosures. Failure to provide primary enclosure properly constructed 
and maintained so that there are no sharp points or edges that could potentially 
injure the animals housed within. At the time of inspection, there was one metal 
support pipe in between two pens that had rusted and had pieces that had broken 
off the pipe, leaving sharp metal edges exposed that could potentially cause 
injury to the dogs housed within. 

Primary Enclosures. Repeat failure to provide a primary enclosure with the 
minimum amount of floor space for dogs as required. At the time of inspection, 
there were two pens housing weaned puppies with inadequate floor space 
Inadequate primary housing enclosures could affect the health and comfort of the 
dogs and limit opportunity for exercise.
